The large stock bam of James M. 
Cover, about a mile and a half north- 
west of Stanford off the Danville 
pike burned to tiie ground Sunday 
night, and mention of the catastrophe 
was inadvertently omitted from 
Tuesday's paper. Dr. Hugh Reid, who 
was out on his place adjoining the 
Cover farm, was frightened to see 
the big barn on his neighbor's place 
burst suddenly into flames aoout 
eight o'clock. It appears that the fire 
had been burning inside for some 
time. When he discovered the con- 
flagration it was too late to save any- 
thing. Mr. Cover lost a quantity of 
hay and feed of all sorts but outside 
of the building, his most serious loss 
was a fine three-year-old jack which 
he valued at $600. A larse amount 
of harness, farming nachanery etc., 
was destroyed.

The 
dispatch said: "Surrendering to a 
posse of fifty deputy riieriffs armed 
with pitchforks, pistols and shotguns, 
Milton Bradshaw and the Lawless 
brothers, three men wanted on crim- 
inal charges in Russell county. Ky.. 
were arrested here today after elud- 
ing arrest for three years. The trio 
was trafled to a hay loft in the coun- 
try near liere, and f ou^t from be- 
hind bales of hay. As the deputies 
advanced the fugitives dropped down 
a hav chute and w^ere trapped. Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. L. Mann and G. Wool- 
dridge, of Jamestown. Ky.. arrived 
in the city and took charge of the 
men. Several months ago the three 
men figured, it is charged in a night 
riding raid io which five of the band 
were |lMt» and both of the Lawless 
boys were wounded.

W. D. Nicholls, assistant professor 
of Animal Husbandry at the State 

Experiment Station at Lexington, 
who judged the best and highest pro- 
ducing dairy cow ring at the fair the 
first day. has written an interesting 
resume of the ring and the tests made 
for the I. J. Prof. Nicholls makes 
some valuable observations and sug- 
gestions, which oufl^ to interest ev- 
ery cow owner. 

Prof. Nicholls sajs: 

Prizes were offered in this ring 
for the cows giving the largest 
amount of butter fat. The amount of 
butter fat produced by a cow is de- 
pendent upon two facton, first, the 
amount of milk and seroiil the rich- 
ness of the milk, or in, «ther words 
the percentage of buttN* fat contain- 
ed in the milk. In order to get at 
these factors each cow was milked 
out in the ring in the presence of the 
judge and the cows' milk was tested 
for butter fat by the use of the Bab- 
cock Milk Tester. The milk and but- 
ter fat production as shows by the 
tests made by the representative of 
the Kentucky State Experiment Sta- 
tion w^as as follows: 

Note — First column, lbs. milk; 2nd 
column, percentage butter fat; 3rd 
column, lbs. fat in milk

It will be noted froi^ the above 
figures that most of the cows enter- 
ed gave milk of very low butter fat, 
for instance: No. 3 tested only 1.2 
per cent.. No. 1. 1.8 per cent. Nos. 
4 and 8, 2,2 per cent. These low tests 
without question were due to the fact 
that the cows were nervous and ex- 
cited on account of the presence of 
strangers in the skowjang and the 
unusual condition in wlKn they were 
placed for being milked, resulting 
in their holding up their milk espec- 
ially the last milk or strippmgs. In 
the quiet of the bai n at home these 
cows in all probability would have 
tested a great deal hig)Mar than indi- 
ated by the figures in tke above ta- 
ble. It would have greatly helped 
matters if the cows had twen milked 
in thi sliDle^ on the fait fTOUuds 
rather than in show ripg. 

For perfect fairness in contests of 
this kind a rule should be strictly en- 
forced requiring that every cow en- 
tering the contMt be milked out clean 
at some ^ne in the afternoon pre- 
ceding the contest. ThiS is the j,!an 
ollowcd o tt in the gren; Ens' sb 
dairy shows held annually in London 
at which there is a contest for the 
best milk and butter c&w of any age 
or breed. Usually from ^0 to 60 cows 
are entered in this efaiks and there 
h an invariable rule tliat the judge 
shall see all cows milk|jf out clean at 
a given hour in the aacrnoon before 
the show. This gives f every cow an 
equal chance and prJii*i>tr any un- 
fairness in skipping one or more 
milkings for the purpose of allowing 
an aj»normal amooat lof mSk to be 
stored in the uddes.. 

A good farm ttm to a money 
maker. 'On almost every farm, how- 
ever, there are cows which are not 
profitable producers and it is im- 
possible to tell always these boarders 
by their looks. The best judge cannot 
go into a herd of 20 cows and place 
them in the order of their profitable- 
ness. He may place them according 
to the rules of judgment followed 
in the show ring, but after his plac- 
ing the milk scales and the Babcock 
Tester would tell a very different 
story. Time and again we have seen 
this tried. The only safe plan is to 
weigh and test the milk of each cow. 
Save the good cows and dispose of 
the boarders. The best and cheapest 
way to. improve a herd is to breed 
th^ cows to pure bred bulls of heavy 
milking and butter strains and save 
their heifer calves. 

Good scales for weighing milk 
can be purchased for a very small 
sum and a small Babcock Tester out- 
fit suitable for farm use eoste only 
$5.00. The testing is very simple and 
can be done with perfect accuracy by 
any school boy or girl, or by the far- 
mer himself.
